We were all very excited as this was 
our first meeting since March. Kelvin 
opened the meeting by welcoming everyone to the first ever SCAMIT Zoom meeting hosted 

by Dean Pentcheff and the NHMLAC. He noted that as much as we may miss our in-person 
meetings, having them virtually will allow people at greater distances to attend. We were happy to 
welcome attendees that we don’t normally “see”, and it was suggested that even post-COVID we 
can make virtual meetings available to all members to be more inclusive. Don pointed out that we 
have had a remote meeting in the past with Kevin Kocot. He gave his Aplacophora presentation 
via Zoom at the June 2019 meeting at OCSD. However, in that instance Kevin was the only 
remote attendee, and we could see and hear him, but he could only hear us. 


Kelvin asked attendees - How long should meetings be? Should we try to fill an entire day? Do 
we want to start earlier, say 8:30 or 9, since people are no longer commuting to meetings? These 
details weren’t finalized at the time. [Since then, it has been decided that meetings will begin at 
8:30 AM and run for 4 hours, maximum. | 


The Executive Committee voted to purchase a Zoom subscription for SCAMIT so that we can 
have control of the meetings. It was wryly mentioned that the monthly dues for Zoom are less 
than what SCAMIT normally pays for donuts. Kelvin then asked for a few introductions from our 
more distant attendees.

Don took a moment to thank his coworkers, especially Terra Petry, for helping him get online so 
people can see and hear him. The virtual work world has been a learning curve for all of us. 


With the business portion over, Erin opened the taxonomy portion of the meeting. She had 
downloaded the contents of the Echinoderm Toolbox and after a few initial technical difficulties 
was able to share her screen. We proceeded to review the Echinoderm section and the materials 
within. We kept an Excel sheet of recommended changes and completed Asteroidea and 
Echinoidea. We will need a second meeting to cover the Ophiuroids and Holothuroids.

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In a post-meeting discussion, it was mentioned that at the December meeting we should address 
how to store and make accessible a large compendium of trawl invertebrate field photos. Also, 
whether or not we would link the trawl invert photos to the Toolbox. If so, there may be issues, 
for instance, how would we create a spot for something like Florometra serratissima, as there 1s 
currently no line for it in the Toolbox. 


Mary Wicksten kindly offered to send us photos of both Centrostephanus coronatus and 
Pycnopodia helianthoides. These two species are lacking good quality field photos by members. 


It was noted that a potential SCAMIT intern project would be to conduct an inventory of voucher 
sheets associated with newsletter and run a comparison to what is present in the Toolbox. 


And with that, we wrapped up our first Zoom SCAMIT meeting and felt, all things considered, it 
went well. 


24 AUGUST 2020, SPECIES LIST REVIEW COMMITTEE, ZOOM

Kelvin opened the business meeting with a note of caution as it appears some of his emails to the 
List Server are being intercepted by people’s spam filters and information 1s not getting through. 
So, be sure to check your spam folder if you feel that you have not heard anything from SCAMIT 
in a while. Today’s meeting started at 8:00, but it was discussed and decided that 8:30 would be 
preferable, so going forward, all SCAMIT Zoom meetings will begin at 8:30. Our next regular 
SCAMIT meeting will be 14 September, a Polychaete Toolbox Review via Zoom. 


Kelvin announced that SCAMIT purchased a subscription to Zoom for the purpose of holding 
meetings remotely during the COVID-19 pandemic. Any SCAMIT officer can set up a meeting 
and any member can be made a cohost, allowing them full control. This was only our second 
Zoom meeting, but we can already see the opportunities it will provide to allow easier attendance 
for our more distant members and the potential to schedule shorter talks with outside experts. All 
of this for the low, low cost of only $15/month. 


Kelvin gave an overview of how he sees the SLRC evolving. Decisions regarding specific 
changes to the List will primarily be made by phyla leads and their respective groups rather than 
by the larger SLRC committee. The main group will act more like a steering committee. He 
then asked all phyla leads to give a progress update and if they felt the December 1“ submission 
deadline for emended lists was attainable. A brief side discussion ensued about the possibility 
of using the Zoom feature that allows meetings to be recorded. That way the Secretary could 

go back to the recording for clarification of minutes. It could also provide an option for people 
who missed meetings to attend after the fact. It is under consideration, but no final decision was 
reached. The various phyla leads then gave updates on their progress. 


¢ M. Lilly — nothing to report for her groups, but admitted she 1s woefully behind 


¢ D. Cadien — not much in the arthropods 
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¢ B. Haggin — standing in for L. Harris, lead for Annelida, stated that the annelids are tricky. 
The Echiura and Sipuncula are now rolled in to polychaetes. He has been working on the 
match/not match feature with WoRMS and there will be many changes. As for Nemerteans, 
there are many discrepancies with WoRMS, but it was decided to leave the List as 1s. 


¢  T. Phillips — is done with cnidarians. He has sent his changes to the subcommittee for review 
and has received no comments other than a thumbs up, so it is complete. Polyclads are also 
complete with a few changes at higher levels. 


e W. Enright — nothing to report on Phoronids or Nematodes. 


e K. Barwick — felt that his groups, Mollusca, Kinorhyncha and Entoprocta, were on target to 
meet the deadline. 


At this point Don reminded everyone that we do not have to be in exact alignment with WoRMS, 
but if we do deviate, we need to justify why. 


Don then asked the group if they have been seeing much in the way of new taxa, as he had 

been noting a lack. He wondered if we are approaching an asymptote. Brent commented that 

he had seen a little in the annelids, but mostly species complexes. Megan noted a few new 
provisional cnidaria and nemerteans seen during B’18. Kelvin listed quite a few provisional 
polychaete species for B’18 but he doesn’t consider them ready to be added to the List. They were 
documented quickly and are not in any form to be vetted by SCAMIT. They have been uploaded 
to Cody Larsen’s provisional species repository site. Brent noted he had a few polychaete 
provisionals as well, and 1s intending to have them SCAMITized. 


Kelvin then shared his screen to review his proposed method for tracking front matter changes. 
He created a separate emend file for these changes. Don suggested not having a separate file but 
rather having it be part of the emended list. In his document, Kelvin had added line numbers to 
make it easier to reference and track where changes are needed. He pointed out that the most 
important changes to document are to the authority list section with the relevant references cited. 
This section is what Kelvin called the “exceptions list’, 1.e., the listing of anything that deviates 
from Austin (1985). It was decided that it will be added as another worksheet within the emended 
Excel file. Don suggested that one should first add a line before each change that states, e.g., 
delete/replace lines x-z, and the following lines will contain rationales and explanations. Don 
asked if it were possible to embed links in an Excel file. For instance, adding a link to his email 
to the mollusk committee about why we are not accepting certain changes to Aplacophora. The 
question then became how to link that document to the emendations list. Kelvin is supposed to 
be keeping track of that. Don said that what he has been preparing are discussion documents, not 
final decisions. Brent suggested that for the annelid group, Leslie had set up a Google Drive for 
the committee to access, and perhaps that could be useful across groups. If there is a published 
paper that needs to be referenced, perhaps a link could be included. There was a suggestion to 
create a SCAMIT SLRC Google Drive. Kelvin will investigate the idea. 


The issue of how to deal with the move of echiurans and sipunculans to polychaetes, was 
revisited. It was recommended to make a comment in the front matter letting users know to look 
for those phyla in the polychaete section of the List. Jojo asked, at what point will they stop being 
listed separately in the front matter and instead be dissolved into the annelids? It was thought that 
this should be an action ttem for Ed. 14. 
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Kelvin then wanted to discuss nonclassical phylogenetic classifications, e.g., Cohort and 
Subterclass, found in WoRMS. Don stated that we do not recognize them at this time. 


Next question was, should spelling changes be listed as synonyms? It was decided that if a 
spelling change occurred in the published literature then the prior spelling of the name should 

be listed as a synonym. However, if a spelling error was due to a human foible in the previous 
edition, it does not need to be synonymized. All spelling errors corrected, regardless of their 
origins, should be noted in red font. The entire species name will be in red font. If it 1s just one 
letter(s) change it could go unnoticed. This led to a long discussion of how this has been handled 
in previous editions. 


Brent stated that with regard to polychaete synonyms, he will need to review provisional species 
and see if they are now a synonym of described species. He noted that within the polychaetes 
there have been splits of some species and therefore some of the provisionals may now fit in one 
of these new species. These splits will become synonymies “in part” of described species. 


Kelvin told Phyla leads that if they want to schedule their own subcommittee group meetings 

on Zoom, they only need to reach out to any SCAMIT officer. He does not think we can have 
multiple meetings at a time, however. Erin offered to investigate that possibility. We will have to 
determine a scheduling system, should it become necessary. Jennifer said that Zoom does offer 
break out groups, but it depends on which account level was purchased. 


Tony offered assistance to Megan which she gratefully accepted. He will be working with her on 
changes in the front matter for cnidarians in particular. 


Don wanted to thank Kelvin and all the SLRC members for stepping up and taking over the 
process of producing the Species List. He is glad to be a small cog in a large engine, rather than 
trying to do it himself. He hopes that 1f we eventually go fully electronic, we can draw in people 
from further away and allow for more comments and input. 


Larry asked for a status update on B’18 identification resolutions. Co-chair Wendy responded 
that she is working with SCCWRP. She has suggested that they need to decide how they want to 
move forward; either accept a delay in report production or move forward without full resolution. 
That led to a discussion about resolving B’ 18 re-ids. We can at least start the process and deal 
later with those issues that would need face to face interaction, as some resolution could be done 
remotely. 


Dean Pasko extended a big thank you to Tony for sharing his emended file to the cnidaria group 
for their review. Dean found it served as a helpful “how to” example. 


Kelvin mentioned that Linda Kuhnz from MBARI had reached out about some discrepancies 
between our List and WoRMS. Don followed up with her and was able to answer most of her 
questions. Linda 1s comfortable with the Match Tool in WoRMS and offered to help anyone who 
needed it. Kelvin also feels proficient with the tool now and offered his assistance as well. 


Kelvin talked about his February 21, 2020 meeting with Wai- Yin Kwan and Dean Pentcheff 
regarding development of the Species List database. He thanked Dean for setting up the meeting 
and briefly summarized his notes.

¢ Before seeking funding for the database project, we would need to get buy-in from SCAMIT 
members and others who use the List. If people are using the List the way it is currently, will 
they be interested in developing and using a database version? 


e We will need to consider maintenance cost for any software package; bugs are inevitable. 


e The initial database proposal should include minimum requirements, starting with basic 
software to manage and publish the List. When seeking financial support, enhancements such 
as BRI/P codes, collection data, images, etc., will be selling points to future backers. 


¢ When shopping around we need to be wary, as all developers are not created equal and may 
not have our best interest at heart. 


Kelvin would like to hire Wai- Yin to prepare a request for proposal (RFP), but needs to look into 
funding. He will check and see if she is still available. Don suggested that Kelvin should consider 
reaching out to Linda Kuhnz, as she might want to be more involved and potentially participate in 
the database project. 


When asked, Kelvin stated that he plans to continue serving as the SLRC Committee Chair after 
he retires. However, he reiterated this is his last year as President of SCAMIT. 


Four Action Items were noted: 


1. Kelvin will reach out to Wai-Yin Kwan about her availability and interest going forward with 
a database project RFP. 


2. Kelvin will investigate the creation of aSCAMIT SLRC Google Drive. 
3. Erin offered to investigate the possibility of hosting multiple Zoom meetings simultaneously 
4. Kelvin will send out a doodle poll to schedule the next meeting.

Picking up from the last polychaete 
toolbox review meeting, we continued UPCOMING MEETINGS 
with a file-by-file review. Some of the 
major polychaete families considered 
were, Phyllodocidae, Nereididae, 
Syllidae, Owentidae, Sabellidae, 
Magelonidae, and Spionidae. Each file 
was viewed and vetted by those in attendance. A determination was then made as to keep, delete, 
or replace 1t with a modified version. Additionally, relevant material that 1s not presently in the 
toolbox was reviewed for inclusion.

SCAMIT business began with upcoming meetings announcements. October 26" is the next 
Species List Review Committee (SLRC) meeting to prepare for the publication of Ed 13. There 
is no official topic, or host, for November and volunteers are encouraged. December will be the 
general membership meeting and the opening of officer nominations. Kelvin is stepping down as 
president so get your nominations ready. 


Erin was able to close out the SCAMIT investment CD with the help of previous SCAMIT

complicated but, in the end, successful. Currently Erin 1s looking into high yield savings accounts 
and encourages future SCAMIT officers to be sure there is more than one signatory on any 
SCAMIT account, and to keep a list of signers for each account.

A discussion ensued about privacy and open access. We decided that the ability to edit files will 
be restricted but members will be able to review and comment. 


We also discussed the logistics and responsibility of timely reviews. Some members felt a 
certain number of files should be reviewed at the monthly meetings and others felt the review of 
files should be part of the SLRC duties. We settled on having the review and approval process 
completed at phyla appropriate SCAMIT meetings. The SLRC will help run the website but will 
not take on the responsibility of being the final reviewers of a provisional species sheet. 


We then briefly reviewed the SCAMIT provisional species (versus in-house provisionals) 
submittal policy, which is posted on the SCAMIT website.

Wendy, Erin, and Brent volunteered to help Cody further develop the site and possibly help with 
future maintenance. 


A list of Action Items developed and is listed below: 


¢ Cody will look in to restricting downloading and making the files “view only” except for 
editors 


¢ Don and Tony asked if a feature could be added that would “ping” the author of a sheet if 
someone submitted a comment 


¢ Two folders need to be created, a Bight ‘18 folder and general SCAMIT provisionals folder 


The question arose of whether or not in-house ID sheets should be uploaded. These sheets are 
often simple and do not meet the requirements of a true provisional species sheet. It was decided 
that they should be uploaded so that at least the information is available. 


At the end of the meeting we chatted about how people are dealing with new COVID technology 
work-arounds - Is it working? What isn’t working? What should we keep? What should we throw 
out? It was generally agreed that 1t wasn’t ideal but we are stuck with it for now. On the positive 
side it allows for a wider geographic range of participants.

Kelvin called for new members to introduce themselves. Tom Turner joined us from UCSB and 
told us briefly about his work on sponge taxonomy, which currently is focused on Demospongiae. 
He agreed to help with Porifera on the List. Ricardo was new to the SLRC and will be helping 
with the polychaete portion of the List going forward. 
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After introductions Kelvin gave a historical overview of the SLRC for new member Tom Turner. 


The first topic was how to deal with Echiurans as annelids; do we accept the proposed changes? 
And if so, we might have to make a note in the front matter letting people know where to find 
them. 


Kelvin moved on and alluded to a lot of changes in the mollusks. He then gave a brief overview 
from the previous week’s meeting on provisional species and covered decisions regarding the 
new provisional species site. 


After the List work is complete, Kelvin suggested we start to review the provisional species 
emendation list and go forward. This task would be for the SLRC and 1s a separate issue from 
reviewing new provisional species sheets uploaded to Cody’s site. 


Kelvin posed a question on whether SCAMIT wanted to incorporate “subterclass” or “cohort” 
into the List. He showed us an example of subterclass that he found while working on the 
mollusks. It was decided that these phylogenetic levels would not be used. If needed and possible, 
we will delete higher classifications that are no longer applicable. 


Brent was asked what he wants delivered by the December 1* deadline? He wants the red 
line version of the mockup and the proposal list. If there 1s anything on the hold list that can 
be inserted, it can be placed in the proposal as an “add”. He wants to make sure any non- 
controversials can be put on the proposal list, e.g., fix italics, spelling changes, etc. 


Don had the floor and asked Danny if there was a decision made as to whether the amphipod they 
found was Protolafystius sp A or something else? Danny believes it’s something new. [See cover 
photo] 


In closing, Don noted that he will be sending out Tom’s suggestions for the sponges after he has 
mocked up that section. Kelvin stated he will be sending out his mollusk mockup shortly. 


PROVISIONAL SPECIES LONG TIME COMING 


Attached is a voucher sheet for Hoplonemertea sp D SCAMIT 2021. Tony Phillips first 
encountered this animal in 2010 while processing the Enopla from Bight ‘08. He created a 
voucher sheet for this species in 2012 but it was never published and has since been through 
a few permutations. It 1s now finalized and included in this newsletter. This species is not 
uncommon in CSD samples.

RELATED SPECIES: 


History: In 2012 T. Phillips proposed and produced a preliminary voucher sheet for this species. 

The other three Hoplonemertea SCAMIT provisional species have different eye patterns and distinctly 
different s/b ratios and shapes. There is a similarity in eye pattern with Hoplonemertea sp C SCAMIT 2011, 
but the elevated dorsal ridge that is found in H. sp C is lacking in H. sp D. Ifthe stylet and basis are 
observable this would also differentiate H. sp C from H. sp D. See Hoplonemertea sp A SCAMIT 2007, 
Hoplonemertea sp B SCAMIT 2011, and Hoplonemertea sp C SCAMIT 2011, in SCAMIT Taxonomic Tools.

Kelvin opened the meeting by 
thanking Tony for all his hard work UPCOMING MEETINGS 
on the Adult - Juvenile Tellinidae, the 
topic for today. He reminded everyone 
that next month, December 14", is 

our annual all members meeting. 
Normally we all gather and are treated 
to lunch by SCAMIT, but in these pandemic times that won’t be possible; it will be yet another 
Zoom meeting. Kelvin reminded people to have their officer nominations ready as he will be 
stepping down as President this year.

He stated that the Species List Review Committee (SLRC) 1s working hard on meeting the 
January 1, 2021 publication deadline for Ed 13. 


The 3 book in the “Bivalve Bibles” series (as it is lovingly referred to by members), is now 

out from Valentich-Scott and company. “Bivalve Seashells of Western South America: Marine 
Bivalve Mollusks from Northern Pert to Southern Chile” by Paul Valentich-Scott, Eugene V. 
Coan, and Diego Zelaya, was just published by the Santa Barbara Museum of Natural History. 

As the title states, it covers the bivalves of the west coast of South America and contains Families 
that were not seen 1n the first two volumes. Kelvin proudly showed off his copy which he ordered 
straight from the Museum. There was a question as to its price and he said it was “around” $100.

Before diving into bivalves there was a brief discussion concerning the Propebela spp 
(Mangeliidae; Gastropoda) conundrum that has arisen over the last few Bight projects. Greg 
Lyon has been working on voucher sheets for what looks to be two previously unknown species 
from the SCB. When completed, Greg will be sending out for review before inclusion in a future 
SCAMIT Newsletter. 


With that, 1t was time for Tony’s Adult - Juvenile Tellinidae presentation. By way of background, 
Tony explained that he has been creating photo growth series for many of our local bivalve 
species; a project first proposed by Paul Valentich-Scott. The goal is to create a training tool for 
future bivalve taxonomists. He currently has photographed most of the species listed in Ed 12. 
He is still looking for some missing species vouchers. He noted that Don and Kelvin have been 
invaluable in helping to fill in some of the specimen gaps. Tony has acquired all the mollusk 
samples from Moss Landing that were collected as part of the 2005-2011 Introduced Species 
Survey (ISS). At this date he has 651 images in his master presentation and to review it in its 
entirety would be a full 2-day training. However, for now, he has offered to cover requested 
groups to fill in on months that have no meeting topics. In that spirit today’s meeting will address 
Tellinidae in relation to Ed 12. 
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Tony started the presentation by showing images of the interior hinge characters which can be 
used to separate Tellina cadieni Valentich-Scott & Coan 2000 and Tellina carpenteri Dall 1900. 
We then had a big moment of Je//ina excitement when Tony agreed that 7ellina sp BSCAMIT 
2001 should be synonymized with T. cadieni! A cheer went up among many of the meeting 
participants. This change will be incorporated in Ed 13. 


Moving on to Macoma, Tony warned us to watch out for Macoma secta (Conrad 1837). He has 
not seen it in any of his samples but has found specimens while walking the beach. 


Next was Psammotreta, Don commented that in this genus the excurrent siphon is much thicker/ 
broader than you see in the Macoma spp or Tellina spp. Tony also showed a good comparison of 
Cumingia californica Conrad 1837 (Semelidae) and Psammotreta obesa (Deshayes 1855). 


Shawn told us of a technique he uses for photographing bivalves - take a strip of felt, fold it, 
cut a slit in it (can cut off a folded corner) and then use it to balance the bivalves on dorsum or 
ventrum. Shawn was then gently strong-armed into agreeing to give a presentation in January 
2021 on his cruise and work in New Caledonia. 


Tony continued with his presentation, which was thorough and detailed and will be very helpful 
for anyone working on local bivalve taxonomy. It will be distributed via the SCAMIT General 
Topics List Serve (Editor’s note: This has since been done by Kelvin).

Kelvin gave opening comments and welcomed everyone. He stated that this was his last term as 
SCAMIT President and that the floor would be open for nominations for all officers before the 
end of the meeting. 


Next, Cody Larsen gave a brief overview of his provisional species voucher sheet site: 
https://scamitdatabase. wixsite.com/scamitprovisionals 


Submissions are simple and there will be a field in the spreadsheet for comment threads. It 

was asked if people who are viewing the site can also comment on a voucher sheet. Cody said 

yes but noted that the comments will be anonymous if not signed into a Google account. This 
anonymity aspect gave Cody pause; he will revisit this feature. Once a sheet is uploaded, if it 
needs to be removed or replaced, the author will need to contact either Cody or whoever else 
might eventually be helping with the website. Users can edit their own submissions by sending 

a replacement sheet to the SCAMIT database email (scamit.database@gmail.com) which 1s 
forwarded to Cody. Another concern was that any visitor to the site could download files. It was 
decided that this would be modified so that downloading will only be an option for those with edit 
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level access. As for the review process, the protocol will be that an author submits a sheet to the 
website and then it will be reviewed in the relevant phyla SCAMIT meeting. The goal would be 
to review one or two voucher sheets per meeting. After being discussed it can be “checked off’ in 
the review process fields. The fields will need to be updated by someone on the editing team and 
ideally at least one editor should be in attendance at meetings. The responsibility will be on the 
author to make the edits suggested at the meetings and then submit a modified file. After this step, 
an editor would then click on the “revisions complete” field, and at that point the sheet will be 
considered ready for the Secretary to include with a newsletter. Once a sheet has been published 
with a newsletter, it is ready for uploading to the SCAMIT Toolbox. Questions arose about 
various procedures and scenarios, but we realized we need to move forward, start the process, 
and iron out the kinks as they arise. Mary brought up the point that people are often using 
undescribed names in keys, etc., but there is no reference for them if a provisional voucher sheet 
hasn’t been published or if it was “rejected” and sent back for more edits. Kelvin suggested that 
for those sheets that are rejected, there needs to be a place to relegate them for reference in case 
those names show up in other places. Cody will create a tab that will house those sheets that were 
“rejected” so they don’t clutter up the main sheet. Jennifer asked if there was a way to establish a 
list showing which species are approved and ready to be SCAMITized for the next edition of the 
Species List. Cody suggested sorting by checking the “published in the NL” box. Doing so would 
provide a list of species that are ready to be “SCAMITized”’. It was noted that there are some in- 
house provisionals in the Toolbox and the Species List. Kelvin stated that will be corrected going 
forward. Megan asked that the group codify a system/workflow that will integrate how to assign a 
SCAMIT provisional species designation. Cody stated that at the upcoming meeting in February 
2021, he will provide a live demo of his provisional species database and at that time we can 
establish a workflow. 


A special announcement was next on the agenda. The Executive Committee met earlier in the 
year and voted, unanimously, to award Tony Phillips an honorarium of a lifetime SCAMIT 
membership. Tony is a charter member (over 38 years) as well as our first Vice President. He has 
been very active in SCAMIT, even more so in retirement, contributing greatly to our knowledge 
and understanding of SCB marine invertebrate taxonomy. In addition to the lifetime membership, 
he was gifted a SCAMIT branded messenger bag. 


It was then time for Officers annual reports: 


Treasurer — The Summary for 2019-2020 1s attached to this NL. Erin closed the CD and 
transferred the funds to a high yield savings account. She noted that “high yield” isn’t high yield 
right now and asked members if we should reconsider where we invest SCAMIT funds. Kelvin 
voted “no”, noting that SCAMIT is not in the business of making money as we are a nonprofit 
and just need to stay solvent. Cody noted we could invest in treasuries but warned the money 

is locked in for the length of the note. Erin and Cody will meet separately to discuss. Erin then 
thanked Larry for going into the bank during COVID and closing the CD, since his name was 
on the account. The primary SCAMIT expenses, other than newsletter costs, were the Bryozoan 
workshop and the donation to the 2019 International Polychaete Conference student fund. Both 
worthwhile as these events were giving back to members and providing taxonomic educational 
opportunities. We will be spending a bit more money on our all members luncheon next year 
since we saved money this year. It was noted by Kelvin that the SCAMIT Constitution should be 
modified so the financial year is in syne with Executive Committee calendar. However, this task 
will fall on the next president. 
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Secretary — Megan noted that she had started to catch up on newsletters, and then got behind 
again. She will try to have everything caught up and ready to go for next Secretary if she doesn’t 
run for another term. 


Vice President — Leslie felt we had a good year of meetings despite a global pandemic. SCAMIT 
pivoted quickly and turned to online meetings. We unfortunately didn’t get to hold our DISCO 
species ID meeting or deal with troublesome gastropods, but overall, we still covered a lot of 
topics. The meeting schedule to date for 2021 1s as follows: (Editor’s note: the agenda below is 
from the minutes as listed at the time. Due to the continuation of the pandemic, there were many 
changes to the schedule.)

provisional species review 


e April — Leslie will lead a Bight’ 18 Polychaete provisional species review 


e May — Megan and Erin will finish the echinoderm toolbox review and address any issues that 
arose from Bight’ 18 QC 


e June — Dean Pasko will lead a Crustacea Bight’ 18 provisional species review 
e August — Leslie will lead a review of problem Polychaetes 


e September —DISCO species ID meeting at Natural History of Los Angeles County 
(NHMLAC) 


e October — Megan will lead a Misc Phyla specimen review along with Sipuncula dissection 
techniques 


e November — Tony will lead a review of bivalves in the Order Nuculida 
e December — Annual all membership meeting 


President — Kelvin opened the floor to nominations for SCAMIT officers. He noted that Larry 
had already nominated the current officer suite via email, but Kelvin had declined to be on the 
ballot for President. Kelvin then nominated Brent Haggin for President. After that, there were a 
flurry of nominations all of which were declined by those being nominated. Nominations were 
tabled for a future meeting. Members have until March to make additional nominations. 


Finally, Kelvin went around the Zoom meeting screen asking each attendee if they had any 
questions or contributions before adjourning. 


Kelvin spoke as the Chair of the Species List Review Committee. The committee is close 
to completing Ed 13, but might miss the self-imposed January 1, 2021 deadline.

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He also reminded mollusk enthusiasts that SCUM (Southern California Unified Malacologists) 
will be holding their 25" annual meeting, via Zoom, at the end of January 2021 hosted by the 
Santa Barbara Museum of Natural History. He noted that it is a free, informal meeting and 1s 
mostly presentations by students. He will send out the link on the SCAMIT list serve. 


Kelvin announced that the Western Society of Malacologists (WSM) will have its 2021 annual 
meeting in June. It will most likely be virtual. SCAMIT members may recall that the 2020 
meeting was canceled due to the pandemic. Despite this, an abbreviated 2020 Annual Report (Vol. 
53) will be mailed out in January 2021 to all WSM members. 


Leslie told us about a partnership between NHMLAC and Nickelodeon. They have created a 
series of presentations on slime. For her part, Leslie created a video on worms and slime. The 
videos are on YouTube and Leslie’s can be found here:

Jovairia asked 1f anyone attended the Western Society of Naturalists (WSN) meeting and, if so, 
how was it? Bryce attended and reported that it went well and was fun even though it was virtual. 
Kelvin asked if 1t had been recorded to which Bryce replied that it had and was uploaded to 
YouTube but was unsure if it was still available. 


Speaking of recordings, Kelvin noted that he did record last month’s meeting on Adult - Juvenile 
Tellinidae. It is a large file, but he can share it upon request. 


After that the meeting broke down into chatter about donuts, and jokes about seeing each other 
“for reals”. It was agreed that we all miss meeting in-person and are looking forward to a time 
when that will once again be an option. 


PROVISIONAL SPECIES 


Attached are 4 sheets: A SCAMIT voucher sheet for Lineidae sp BSCAMIT 20218, and 3 
identification sheets for unusual species sampled by DCE during the Bight 18 survey. While the 
DCE identification sheets are not in final, formalized voucher sheet format, there was a desire to 
distribute them and share the information so other taxonomists could be on the “look out”.

DIAGNOSTIC CHARACTERS: 

1. Large, deep horizontal cephalic slit. Transverse groove/white line at posterior end of cephalic slit. 

2. Two-layered Heteronemertean musculature, with lateral nerve cord (LNC) embedded on the outside of the 
circular muscle layer. 

3. Distinct two-toned preservation band in esophageal region, with a thin white band dividing the two colors; 
reddish-pink posterior of the white band, and a yellow-brown anterior of the white band. 

4. Large, distinct lateral sense organ (LSO) present at posterior end of preservation band. 

5. Cerebral sense organ (CSO) present at proximal end of cephalic slit, in the shape of a small circle. 

6. Head shape is ovate (egg-shaped); anteriorly tapered with a broad base (similar to Cerebratulus). 

7. Moderately sized mouth, but without distinctive ribbing or musculature.

ADDITIONAL COMMENTS/DETAILS: 

e The coloration intensity anterior to the white band can vary, as observed between the three specimens 
examined. The above pictures depict the darkest anterior coloration of the three specimens, with the lightest 
having coloration similar to the background tissue. The posterior pinkish coloration can also vary, probably due 
to preservation. 

e The presence of an LSO in a Heteronemertean is unusual, if not unheard of, likely because LNCs in 
Heteronemerteans are located interior to the outer-most longitudinal muscle layer and are presumably 
restricted from developing a contiguous connection to the dermal layers. In contrast, 3-layer Palaeonemerteans, 
which are the predominant bearers of the LSO character, have LNCs located exterior to the outer-most muscle 
layer (circular muscle), with easy access to the dermal layer. 

o Interestingly, after examining of the position of the nerve cord with serial cross-sections, there was no 
substantial LNC migration towards the dermal layer. Rather, cross-sections located across the LSO 
exhibited a glandular (?) mass extending inward from the dermis, towards the LNC.

He was also interested in art and graduated 
with an art education degree from Cal State Long Beach. While in college he took a beach walk 
and found an interesting shell. Curious, he referred to Tucker Abbott’s book (Abbott 1974) and 
realized it was actually a Sinum. This experience rekindled his interest in shells and on his next 
visit to his parents’ house, he pulled his old shell collection from the attic. He had just purchased 
anew computer and started to catalogue his collection. On another occasion at Del Mar Beach he 
discovered some uncommon deeper water species that were present due to the beach restoration 
program. By now he was hooked on malacology and started expanding his collecting trips to 
other states and collected at beaches on all the U.S. coasts. He joined the Pacific Conchological 
Club and started attending shell auctions. During this time he met and developed a good 
relationship with Dr. Jim McLean. Jim encouraged Shawn to write his first paper describing a 
new species from Mexico, Muricopsis (Muricopsis) mcleani Wiedrick, 2009. After publication of 
his paper, he started to focus on micro turrids. He would meet with Jim once a week after work 
and would stay in the collections until 10 pm. Since Jim’s passing, Lindsey Groves and Austin 
Hendy have become new mentors/helpers. Shawn met Dr. Doug Eernisse at a SCUM meeting 
and Doug helped him get into Cal State Fullerton to pursue his Masters. His thesis focused on 
Ocinebrina. During his time at Fullerton Doug invited him to attend a two-week chiton workshop 
at the Paris Museum. While there, he met Dr. Philippe Bouchet who would later invite him to 
spend a month working in New Caledonia. Shawn went on to explain the history of the Paris 
Museum’s recent expeditions, an overview of New Caledonia and the three major legs of research 
on the northern portion of the island (Koumac 2.1, 2.2 and 2.3). A showcase of the research 
operations for 2.3 were presented along with collection techniques employed while diving. 
Shawn presented an array of images from the inner reef , middle reef and the outer reef stations 
of the Koumac reef system which included mostly invertebrate and coral reef photographs. Also 
highlighted was a quest for local Gourmya that entailed journeys to both sides of the island and 
retrieval of tangle nets aboard the R/V Alis. Shawn concluded by presenting some statistics of the 
trip which included 373 collection events, outreach involving 562 students/visitors, ARMS research 
data with records of approximately 3,000 species collected, and over 30,000 photos catalogued.

Kelvin opened with upcoming meetings announcements. 


Leslie then gave an election update and notified attendees that the ballots had been sent out that 
morning. 


Kelvin briefly commented that the SLRC had missed the Ed 13 publication goal of January | 
2021, but hoped to have a revised deadline soon. He noted with a bit of nostalgia that this 1s his 
second to last meeting as President since the new officer regime starts in April. 


Cody then had the floor to go over his latest developments on the Provisional Species website.

His plan for the meeting was for attendees to go through the User’s Guide on the website as a 
group and address any questions. 


In order to upload a provisional species sheet, the user needs to fill out the Google form on the 
front page. Users will need a gmail or google account in order to upload or edit sheets. However, 
a google account is not needed for simply viewing sheets. As he demonstrated the look-up list 

for the various SCB agencies, there were suggestions to add an “unaffiliated” or “independent” 
option since some contractors won’t be represented by the current list of options. Diane suggested 
that instead of the agency someone works for, have it be the agency who collected the specimen, 
so in other words, the organization that has the voucher specimen. If anyone has other thoughts 
for the site email Cody (cody.larsen@lacity.org) with requests or suggestions. He noted that 

once a file has been uploaded it cannot be deleted by the author if they decide it was in error, 
rather they would need to email Cody or one of the other site editors (a list of editors 1s still 
being compiled) and ask to have it removed. The second upload option is there for the purpose of 
uploading a provisional species after feedback and edits have been incorporated and it represents 
the final version. 


After submitting a voucher sheet the author will receive a confirmation email. It can take up to 5 
minutes for the site to refresh and send out the notification. 


Users can add comments directly to a pdf sheet using the comments tool, but additionally there 
is the option to comment on any field in the database. However, Cody is assuming the majority 
of comments will be directed at the voucher sheets themselves. The author will receive an email 
every time a comment is posted. While you can technically make a comment without logging in, 
your comment will be anonymous which doesn’t help the author, so it is strongly recommended 
that you log in to a google account prior to commenting. If the author responds to a user’s 
comments then that user will receive an email notification. 
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Once a sheet receives final edits and is approved and given a SCAMIT designation, the next step 
is for the Secretary to publish it in a newsletter. It will be the Secretary’s responsibility to enter 
the form and check the required fields to track the process. 


Lastly, it will be sent to the Webmaster for uploading to the Toolbox. Once the entire process is 
complete and the sheet has been published and uploaded to the Toolbox it will be hidden in the 
Provisional Species website. It will not be removed but rather moved under the “submitted to the 
Toolbox” tab. 


That wrapped up Cody’s overview of the site but started a discussion of the various features and 
processes. 


Kelvin is concerned nothing will be accomplished if the review process is left open with no 
assignment or deadlines. We revisited the suggestion that SCAMIT meetings have a standing 
agenda item to review at least one sheet (or more if time allows) after the business meeting but 
prior to the main topic. 


Cody noted that everyone has commenting access to the User’s Guide and encouraged people to 
review it and add their thoughts. 


Cody offered to send out a monthly reminder email to SCAMIT members, mentioning how many 
voucher sheets have been uploaded to the site in the previous month, and asking members to 
“please go review’. Leslie suggested rather we send out an email a month prior to the meeting 
on a given taxa and remind those planning to attend to review uploaded pertinent taxa sheets. It 
will be up to the meeting lead to choose which and how many sheets will be addressed. Cody 
suggested we fumble through one at the next meeting. Since the next meeting 1s mollusks Kelvin 
asked Greg Lyon if he’d be willing to run his Propebela vouchers sheets through the system? 
Greg, while not joyful, did consent. 


A question regarding who will suggest the SCAMIT letter designation was resolved with the 
decision that the initial onus will fall on the author who will need to look at the current Species 
List, as well as the Provisional Species website (for those animals that have been submitted, 
approved, and published in a NL and to the Toolbox, but are awaiting the publication of the next 
Edition of the List), to see what letter is next with regards to availability. The author can add 
this suggested SCAMIT name tn parentheses on their sheet and the editors will double check its 
availability and say “yay or nay”. 


There are “orphan” species on the List that have no documentation and perhaps never will. 

Dean Pasko urged that we restart the process of going through the List and dealing with those 
orphan species and removing them to a permanent “on hold” List. We had been making good 
progress prior to the pandemic but for the last year, efforts have ground to a halt. It was agreed by 
attendees that these efforts need to resume. 


The next discussion to ensue was the fact that many of us make ID sheets with photos and text but 
they don’t meet the requirements for a formal SCAMIT voucher sheet. Therefore, these sheets often 
never get distributed and rather sit in limbo in people’s personal folders and files. It was decided 
that these sheets should be uploaded to the Provisional Species website and while they may never 
have enough information added to make them sufficient for the species to be scamitized, at least the 
information will be available to members for review and edification. The hope is this could lead to 
collaboration and ultimately the production of more SCAMIT voucher sheets. 
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The meeting closed with this summary — Cody has done an amazing job and put in a lot of work 
to create this very useful resource for SCAMIT members. The SCAMIT Provisional Species 
website will be a place to formalize the process of SCAMITizing provisional species but will 
also act as a repository for in-house provisional species sheets and informal ID sheets. This 
second feature 1s being done in the hopes of facilitating more frequent and consistent sharing of 
information.

Kelvin opened the meeting by 
sharing the book, “A Field Guide UPCOMING MEETINGS 
to Black Water Diving in Hawai’1” 
by Jeff Milisen (2020) sent to him 
by SCAMIT member Dot Norris, 
(retired SFPUC). The book contains 
striking and beautiful photos of 
pelagic invertebrates and vertebrates. Mostly taken in situ during night dives by the author. These 
include illusive siphonophores, both larval 

and adult cephalopods, ctenophores, pteropods 
and other mollusks, numerous cnidaria classes 
and much more. Most are illustrated with a 

jet black background. Almost all images are 
accompanied with the scientific epithet, an 
abbreviated phylogeny, and brief descriptions 
with their habitats. It is organized, roughly, by 
phyla. According to Kelvin, at only $19.95 every 
SCAMIT member should not be without tt. 
Kelvin thanked Dot for providing a copy, signed 
by the author.

Next up was the topic of the day — proposed 
changes to the Mollusca for Ed 13. Kelvin

= (OISSU them. He began his presentation with a brief 


overview of the sources of most of the proposed 
emendations. The James H. McLean Memorial 
Volume (Geiger et al. 2019) provided a good 
number of the emendations at the specific level. 
Another large work reviewed was the Revised 
Classification, Nomenclator and Typification 

of Gastropod and Monoplacophoran Families (Bouchet et al. 2017). Any proposed changes 
suggested by these and other references were checked against WoRMS. In addition, the entire 
species list and higher taxa were checked against WoRMS using their online tool. After this 
overview he presented some of the more significant emendation proposals, explaining the thought 
process and evidence for each. 


DIVING 


Wendy then had the floor and gave an overview of changes in the Heterobranchs. Most higher- 
level changes were based on Bouchet & Rocroi 2005 as well as Bouchet et al. 2017. Most 
additional reorganization and updates were implemented based on the Valdés 2019 treatment of 
the cephalaspidea (part of the McClean Memorial volume), investigations into the Flabellinidae 
by Korshunova et al. 2016, and Jensen’s 2007 paper on the Sacoglossa. We then had a moment 
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of fun while we reviewed a photo of Enteroctopus dofleini (Wilker, 1910) trawled by LACSD at 
137m and chatted about the unusual occurrence of this species so far south. 


Tony then briefly discussed some new species that he is having added to Ed 13. He presented 
slides of the species discussed below and will eventually be adding them to the Toolbox. In the 
Polyplacophora he reviewed the first report of Cyanoplax caverna (Eernisse, 1986) collected on 
the mainland at the LA Harbor riprap. This species is normally only seen at the Channel Islands. 
The identification was done by Dr. Doug Eernisse of Cal State Fullerton. Tony also discussed 
Pyramidella adamsi Carpenter, 1864; this species is found at river mouths in 1m of water so 
won't be seen in most POTW monitoring programs but could be encountered during Bight 
projects. Next was Xenostrobus sp; at this time specimens are being left at a genus level ID, per 
Paul Valentich Scott. The morphology of the different Xenostrobus species is so similar they 

are difficult to discriminate. Paul explained that specimens in 95% ethanol are needed for DNA 
analysis and speciation. Tony 1s working with Karin Wisenbaker of ABC labs and hopes to get 
some DNA specimens from the San Gabriel River monitoring program. It 1s an invasive species 
that he encountered in shallow bays and river mouths. It looks like Arcuatula senhousia (Benson, 
1842) (= Musculista senhousia of Ed 12). To date he hasn’t seen it in San Diego Bay but has 
come across it in samples further north. He noted that 4. senhousia has dysodont teeth dorsally 
near the umbos and Xenostrobus does not. This feature can be determined without opening the 
shell. Additionally, Arcuatula has internal radial ribs near its anterior end and Xenostrobus does 
not. Xenostrobus 1s exclusive to brackish water, inner bays and harbors, and river mouths. Tony 
continued to review other species he’d come across during his consulting work, including the 
Isognomonids, /sognomon janus Carpenter, 1857, and [sognomon recognitus (Mabille, 1895). 
He also sampled the Pectinid, Ewvola cf perulus, at Avalon Bay, Santa Catalina Island in 30m of 
water. Tony noted that the captions for the pictures of J janus and J. recognitus in the Western 
North America Bivalve volume (Coan et al. 2000) are reversed (page 197), but are correct in the 
Tropical West America Bivalve volume (page 221; Coan and Valentich-Scott 2012). 


After everyone finished reviewing their species proposals, we watched videos of Enteroctopus 
dofleini and Haliphron atlanticus Steenstrup, 1861, provided by LACSD. 


24 MARCH 2021, SERC MISCELLANEOUS PHYLA, K. BARWICK, ZOOM

The first topic of the day was Kelvin noting that occasionally his emails to the SCAMIT List 
Server are ending up in people’s “spam” folders. He is trying to resolve the issue. He also 
mentioned that he had emailed Wai Kim on March 9" regarding the database project and is 
waiting to hear back so for the moment there is nothing new to report. 


Kelvin has been looking into the possibility of aSCAMIT google drive. He shared the few 
options he researched, and a discussion ensued about the best option. Another suggestion was 
a ftp site through the SCAMIT website but it would have to be password protected. Kelvin was 
going to talk to Dean Pentcheff about the feasibility. 


Speaking of the SCAMIT website, Kelvin would like to see more access for officers to make 
some small changes to the website, such as updating the calendar and uploading newsletters.

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Due to SCAMIT webmaster Dean Pentcheff’s increasingly busy schedule at the Museum, the 
Executive Committee will be discussing the option of having more than one webmaster. 


The purpose of the day’s meeting was to review the Miscellaneous Phyla section for Ed 13. 
However, when Kelvin queried Brent on what sections he was still lacking feedback and input, he 
noted the Annelids, Arthropods, Sponges and Bryozoans are all still pending. 


Kelvin is a bit worried about things moving forward. Brent reviewed the current deadlines - May 
17", final taxa group and front matter edits are due to Brent. Whatever isn’t in by then won’t be 
included. June 17" Brent will send the new list to Kelvin for final edits. The publication date of 
July 1, 2021 1s still the goal. 


We reviewed the phyla subcommittee assignments and all present were still in agreement with 
their roles. 


Turning to the “Future Goals” agenda item, Kelvin raised the idea of returning to the long- 
promised effort to document all provisional species contained in our list. Brent’s emendation 
spreadsheets contain a tab listing the provisional species separately. It was recommended we 
utilize Cody’s provisional species Google site to serve as a clearinghouse of documentation of 
existing provisionals as well as any new ones being created. 


Don asked if we should create a table that tracks removal of taxa? Currently we only track 
changes, not removals. Kelvin agreed that a tabulation of taxa removed might be a nice addition 
to the publication. 


It was discussed and agreed upon to add a sentence to the front matter noting that a reader can 
reach out to the Chair of a Committee if they have specific questions about an emendation. 


The historical emend lists have been found by Brent and are part of the archive. 


Erin revisited the idea of adding p-codes to the List. She understands it’s a cumbersome item to 
tackle, but it’s been on the wish list for some time. She knows it would be easier to add once we 
have the List database but that could take a long time, as there is no end point in sight for that 
project. Don suggested caution with this item, as does SCAMIT want liability for p-codes? We 
need to reach out to SCCWRP and find out what we are allowed to do with p-codes. A rallying 
cry for reviving the Benthic Assessment Taxonomy Management (BATMAN) group quickly 
ensued. Dean Pasko chimed in that the only way to calculate the SQO’s is to use SCC WRP’s tool. 
If SCAMIT publishes a new List with p-codes, it won’t affect the SCCWRP tool. But he agreed 
that BATMAN needs to be revived. Wendy will reach out to Dave Gillett since it is a SCCWRP 
group. Don also offered to reach out to Shelly Walther about the same issue. One thing that was 
agreed upon is that ultimately an electronic database List, with p-codes, is still a future goal. 


12 APRIL 2021, B’?18 PROBLEMATIC POLYCHAETES, ZOOM

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After a brief business meeting, attendees dove right into the topic for the day: B’18 (or not) 
problematic polychaetes. 


Erin Oderlin — B’18 


Juvenile Maldanidae: Erin had numerous small juveniles that were giving her problems. Leslie 
said that if a specimen is only approximately Imm in width and only a few mm long, as Erin’s 
specimens were, then it is best to back off to Subfamily or Family. She noted that the cephalic 
plaque, nuchal organs, and stain patterns, all develop with age. An interesting observation is 
that the juveniles have eyes, which become subdermal with age. Kelvin noted that OCSD IDs to 
Family not Subfamily. 


Myriochele spp 


¢ Myriochele gracilis Hartman 1955 (3 uniramous chaetigers) and Myriochele olgae Blake 
2000 (2 uniramous chaetigers) have shorter, fatter body shapes, no eyes, and neat, tight, 
tapered tubes. Leslie stated that /. ol/gae, in her opinion, is a juvenile M7. gracilis. Kelvin 
noted that he makes the distinction between the species, and M. o/gae 1s included in Ed 12. 
An ID sheet can be found in the Toolbox on the SCAMIT website 


¢ Myriochele striolata Blake 2000 (3 uniramous chaetigers) long, straight, skinny body shape; 
eyes present; with messy tubes 


Chaetopterids — use the “Key to Chaetopterids of Pt. Loma” by Dean Pasko & Ron Velarde, 1993 
to ensure consistent name usage. It can be found in the Taxonomic Toolbox on the SCAMIT 
website: 


¢ Phyllochaetopterus — not always found in annulated tubes 


¢ Phyllochaetopterus cf prolifica vs Phyllochaetopterus sp LH1 (Harris) - document needs to 
be shared 


¢ Eyes of P. prolifica Potts 1914 are variable and 1s thin bodied throughout 


¢ True Phyllochaetopterus limicolus Hartman 1960 is found in deep water; it has a broad thorax 
and a thinner, tapering abdomen 


¢ Spiochaetopterus — always annulated rings on tubes; large brown band placement; Norbert 
Lee, LACSD noted a thin brown band behind the peristomium (see cover image) 


Phyllodocids: 

¢ Sige sp ASCAMIT 1995 § — has supra-acicular tips; distinctive color pattern 
¢ Pterocirrus — big eyes; high placement of median antennae; long worms 
Jennifer Smolenski — B’18 

Melinna spp: 

¢ M. oculata Hartman 1969 — brown pigment bars; shallow water 


¢ M. heterodonta Moore 1923 —no pigment; deeper water 
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Mediomastus vs. Mastobranchus 

¢ Mediomastus —4 capillary chaetigers; branchiae absent 

¢ Mastobranchus — 11 capillary chaetigers, 2 mixed; branchiae present 
Erica Keppel — Non B’18 


Sabellidae — Branchiomma; commonly found on docks, is it offshore too? There are no 
indigenous species in the SCB. Two invasive species have been reported in California. One form 
in southern, and one in northern, California. Both species have stylodes (flaps of skin) on the 
outside of the radioles. Stylode characteristics are useful for species discrimination, when used in 
conjunction with other characters. See Erica Keppel papers 


Brent Haggin — Non B’18 


¢ Nothria sp? — Branchiae start at chaetiger 18 and what looks like | large eye with a partial 
pigment ring around it. Leslie noted it 1s different than Nothria sp DC1 Harris 2014 §. Upon 
further review of the specimen, it was determined to be Hyalinoecia juvenalis Moore, 1911; 
not a new Nothria provisional 


¢ Scoloplos — Brent found a specimen that keyed to Scoloplos sp LA1 Haggin 2017 § but it had 
a pigmentation pattern commonly seen in Leitoscoloplos pugettensis (Pettibone 1957). Brent 
will update the voucher sheets with new images 


Erin Oderlin — Non B’18 


Nephtys spp — use the “Key to Nephtyidae of Point Loma” by R. Rowe (1998) which can be 
found in the Taxonomic Toolbox on the SCAMIT website. 


¢ Nephtys caecoides Hartman 1938 — large, brown pigmented worm with dorsal white wrinkles; 
most pigment fades leaving only the “eagle” pigment pattern on the anterior dorsum 


¢ Nephtys ferruginea Hartman 1940 — retains the bars on the anterior dorsum 
Adam Webb — Non B’18 


Anotomastus gordiodes (Moore 1909) — lateral groove to about setiger 4 or 5; CLAEMD needs to 
share pictures of methyl green “honeycomb” pattern in posterior thorax 


Leslie Harris — Non B’18 


Notomastus sp E Harris 2021 § — keys to either Notomastus latericeus M. Sars 1851 or 
Notomastus lineatus Claparéde 1869 but has a distinctive stain band in anterior thorax; found in 
San Diego Bay; Leslie shared images of this and other Notomastus. 


Cirratulids: 

Tony Phillips uses shirlastain to help distinguish serrations in neurochaetae. He recommends 
backing IDs off to Cirratulidae if the animal is less than 20 segments long. He noted that when 
examining Aphelochaeta/Kirkegaardia, he recommends using 40X magnification for determining 
if neurochaetae are serrated. Veronica, for the sake of consistency, agreed with only using 40X to 
distinguish between Kirkegaardia & Aphelochaeta. 
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¢ Aphelochaeta sp HYPS Phillips 2004 § vs. Kirkegaardia sp SD9 (Rodriguez- Villanueva 2008 
§) similar morphology and stain pattern; A. sp HYP5 with smooth abdominal neurochaetae; K. 
sp SD9 with serrated abdominal neurochaetae; Need to add Aphelochaeta sp HYP5 voucher

Novapex is the journal of the Royal Belgian Society of Malacology. It was Apex for the first 
decades of its existence, but then became Novapex, which it remains today. Many valuable 
papers have been published in the journal over the years, and many contributors submit regularly. 
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None are as prolific, and as regular, as Christiane Delongueville and Roland Scaillet, who have 
coauthored over 67 papers together, and 5 more with additional co-author(s). For the most 

part these are relatively short distributional notes, or notes on ecology, particularly symbiotic 
relationships. Several of these have concerned the relationships between eulimid gastropods 

and various echinoderms. Recent years have seen added emphasis on detection of and reporting 
of new species introductions into European seas. In nearly all cases they provide excellent 
photographs of animals, or animals on/in hosts, or prepared shells of the subject mollusks. While 
they have also contributed to other journals, most of their output 1s in Novapex. Their first article 
appeared in 1986, and it was not followed by another until 1999 [in both the journal was Apex, 
becoming Novapex in 2000]. At that point they began their close association with the journal, 
contributing up to 5 articles per year (2000, 2009, and 2010). One must read French to fully 
appreciate their articles, but just examination of the numerous photographs is very informative. 
SCAMIT has members with a similar level of expertise, and perhaps somewhere out there are our 
“Delongueville and Scaillet”: volunteers?

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SCAMIT Provisional Voucher Sheet Guidelines 


Introduction — The following emended guidelines were adopted by the Species List Review Committee 
(SLRC) on June 20, 2022. They supersede any and all earlier documents. These guidelines go into effect 
upon publication to the SCAMIT website. 


Purpose — These guidelines that follow specify the form and process by which a provisional species may 
be added to the SCAMIT Species List. 


Taxonomic Data — A SCAMIT provisional voucher sheet should minimally contain the following 
elements:

Taxon name including an abbreviated phylogeny, following the strict orthography provided for in 
the most current SCAMIT Species List. The binomial should initially be an in-house provisional 
designation for the originating agency (e.g., Leitoscoloplos sp LA1). A list of currently accepted 
agency abbreviations 1s included below. To avoid duplication, the author should check the current 
SCAMIT species. Once the review process is completed and the species is accepted by the 
Committee, the Committee will provide a SCAMIT provisional designation (e.g., Leitoscoloplos 
sp A). 

Author and date of origination of the voucher sheet. 

Applicable synonyms. Indicate “none” if no synonyms are available. The original in-house 
designation will be added as a synonym upon publication in SCAMIT. 

Location(s) for all material examined. Each lot should include the following: program and/or 
agency, station (including latitude/longitude if possible), date of collection, sample depth, and the 
number of specimens examined from each lot. 

Diagnostic characters. 

Comparison with morphologically similar taxa outlining the differences. List all citations used 
within this section, including published articles, SCAMIT newsletters and personal 
communications. Use “sensu” to differentiate between different published descriptions. 

Images that demonstrate diagnostic characters (digital images are required, line drawings at print 
resolution can be used in conjunction with digital images to help accentuate a detail that is 
difficult to capture with a digital image). 

Known geographical distribution (single occurrences are acceptable but should be updated before 
SCAMIT designation if additional data is available). 

Literature used. 


10. The final document should be a single PDF formatted file. 


Additional data that should be included if available but not required for inclusion on the SCAMIT Species

Review — A voucher sheet must take the following route for inclusion on the SCAMIT Species List:

Upload the provisional voucher sheet to the SCAMIT Provisional Taxa Submissions website. 
Send an email to the General Discussion List Server alerting the membership of the provisional 
species name and phylum and to let them know that it has been added to the provisional website. 


Ask for a review of the provisional voucher sheet prior to the next SCAMIT meeting for that 
phylum. 

3. Ateach SCAMIT meeting every effort will be made to review one or two relevant voucher 
sheets. The individual(s) leading the meeting should include it as part of the agenda announcing 
which sheets are to be reviewed a few weeks ahead of time. The author of the provisional voucher 
will need to attend the meeting. The sheet should be annotated via Google Docs thru the 
provisional website. The site administrator will update the status of the voucher sheet. 

4. The author will make any updates or additions to the voucher sheet that came as a result of the 
initial review process and email the updated voucher sheet to the webmaster to update the file on 
the SCAMIT Provisional Taxa Submission website. 

5. The SCAMIT SLRC will review revised voucher sheets at their next meeting and provide 
additional input or approve the voucher sheet for inclusion in the next SCAMIT Species List and 
provide a SCAMIT provisional designation and SCAMIT authorship if needed. 


Publishing — After acceptance by the SLRC, the provisional species will be eligible for inclusion in the 
next edition of the SCAMIT Species List. SLRC approved voucher sheets can be published in the next 
available SCAMIT newsletter and can be added to the SCAMIT taxonomic toolbox on the official 
SCAMIT website. 


Deadline — Voucher sheets need to be reviewed and accepted by the SCAMIT SLRC by April 15 of the 
publication year of the next SCAMIT Species List (published on July 1). Publication in the SCAMIT 
newsletter by this date is not required for inclusion, but is strongly encouraged. 


The SLRC Chair and list editors have the final say on all provisional species proposals.

Similar Species: 


Glycera sp B SCAMIT, 2022 § is in the group of Glycerids that 
have 2 prechaetal lobes and 1 postchaetal lobe anteriorly. It dif- 
fers from others in this group in the following ways:

Glycera oxycephala Ehlers, 1887—has 2 types of proboscideal organs, both with ridges (sensu Martinez-Lara, 2002) and a dorsal 
cirri inserted low on the body wall, near the parapodial base (sensu Hartman, 1968). Glycera sp B has smooth proboscideal organs 
and the dorsal cirri is inserted high on the body wall. 


Glycera nana Johnson, 1901—superior and inferior prechaetal lobes are of nearly equal size throughout (Johnson, 1901 & Hilbig, 
1994). Glycera sp B has a greatly reduced superior prechaetal lobe in anterior setigers.

Discussion: 


The Annotated Tabular Guide to the common shelf-depth Glyceridae off Southern California by RML 11/02 in the 
SCAMIT taxonomic toolbox incorrectly illustrates the prechaetal lobes of Glycera sp LA1 Parker, 1999 §. The drawings do not 


show the small, superior prechaetal lobe on the anterior and median parapodia. This lobe is very small and is easily overlooked. 
Specimens that appear to be have only 1 prechaetal lobe anteriorly and 2 lobes posteriorly should be re-examined to determine the 
state of the anterior prechaetal lobes. Removing a parapodia and viewing on a compound microscope might be necessary to deter- 
mine its presence or absence. 


Hartman (1950 & 1968) describe Glycera oxycephala as having only a single type of proboscidial organ, however, the An- 


notated Tabular Guide to the common shelf-depth Glyceridae off Southern California shows G. oxycephala as having 2 types of pro- 
boscidial organs. I believe this description of 2 types of proboscidial organs came from B6ggemann (2002) where he synonymized 


75% of the described species (166 species down to 42). Many of his synonymies seem to be poorly justified, increasing the number 
of cosmopolitan species at a time when many cosmopolitan species are being shown to be species complexes of local cryptic species. 
An additional review of local G. oxycephala would be needed to resolve this issue.

Habitat: 


Glycera sp B has been routinely encountered at LACSD “D”-stations. These stations are at a depth of approximately 30m that con- 
tain a high amount of gravel and larger sand particles. This species has also been encountered at shallow shelf depths in gravelly 


stations from the Channel Islands during Bight surveys. K. Barwick (OCSD) also reported this species as Glycera sp LAI in B’18 
from a Channel Island Station (B18-10391—82m—15JUL18). Glycera sp B has been found to co-occur with Glycera nana and 
Glycera oxycephala in LACSD stations.
